\ equations may be bona fide, the av¬ 
erage sales made by pedlars must 
I yield heavy excesses over the value 
1 given. It is a fair statement to make, 
that the stores of any community are 
in a position to give better value than 
the pedlars, moreover, there is this 
tremendous advantage—that the lo¬ 
cal merchant must stand behind the 
merchandise he sells, and the hones¬ 
ty of his business methods for on 
that foundation and that alone can be 
expect to remain in business.

It is very dif¬ 
ficult for the driver of a fast-moving 
autorhobile to gauge the relative 
speeds of his car and a swift train 
converging on the same point from 
different directions. Therefore thert 
is only one safe rule to follow: Lot 
the train go by What are seven sec 
onds in the life of a motorist? To 
lose them may be to save 50 years!

An Eastern man who .has spent the 
shooting season in the West, has re¬ 
turned to the placid East and is re¬ 
cuperating from the sporting life of 
Alberta.

He is talking to 
people who are sitting quietly in 
their homes;- and who want to listen 
to solid argument. If the speaker 
starts swinging his arms and raising 
hi voice, and depending on emotion, it 
doesn’t get over and people refuse to 
listen in. Lessons have been learned J 
at broadcasting- stations, about ac j 
ceptable brands of oratory. One is 
not to orate. Another is to leave no ] 
weak spots in your reasoning. Your! 
auditor is sitting thinking. A flour- j 
ish and gesture can’t cover a weak j 
spot. Don't try to make them cry. I 
Write out what you have tq say. It I 
is a very unusual person who can j 
extemporize successfully in the unin- j 
spiring silence of the radio studio. 
And an inaccurate statement once 
gone is powerless to recall. The ra¬ 
dio managers urge speakers to give 
their unseen audiences substance. A \ 
famous name may gather a crowd | 
but it is the quiet simpld reasoned | 
message which keeps them tuned in. 
In future political campaigns the “ra 
dio” speakers will occupy a conspic¬ 
uous place, and may be of entirely 
different type from the present popu¬ 
lar platform orators.
